3. APPROVAL OF MEETING MINUTES - March 28, 2013 

The minutes of the March 28th board of directors meeting were approved as 
presented. 

4. ECONOMIC INCENTIVE DISCUSSION WITH LAWA & 

VISIONING WORKSHOP RECAP 

Larry Kosmont presented the Gateway Ad Hoc group’s recommendations, and asked the Board 
for their consensus and direction in terms of economic development priorities. 

As a result, after a fair amount of deliberation by the Board, the consensus reached by the 
Gateway Board this morning related to economic development priorities is: 

PRIMARY FOCUS: 

• Working with LAWA, explore feasibility of Entertainment & Retail Outlet 
Center as a regional and tourism draw, and identify opportunity sites for 
same, which sites are likely to be on land owned or controlled by LAWA off- 
airport that are near or adjacent to Gateway’s borders 

The Board felt that such a project would “lift all boats” in the Gateway area in terms 
of being an economic catalyst to revitalize the area and spur reinvestment. 
Fundamentally, should the demand/market viability evaluation support such a 
project, the Board finds that a soundly implemented Entertainment & Outlet 
“Fashion” Center would drive patronage from the region, neighborhood and 
LAWA’s passenger base, adding a “visitor’ destination that could extend hotel stays 
which could beneficially impact occupancy, perhaps room rates and certainly 
generate new jobs and increased taxes.
